At the same time William N. Cromweétl, 
the bank’s attorney. gave out the follow- 
ing statement: a

torney, has advised the bank to suspend 
paymént.”’ 

This action was taken after a protract- 
ed conference in the directors’ room ot 
the bank, which was participated in by 
the new president, Edward L. Thomas, 
ex-President William H. Kimba!l, Edwin 
Gould, Lorenzo Semple, who is one of the 
direct6rs, and several other members of 
the board. 

Statement of Clearing House. 

After the suspension of the bank, ttie 
following statement was made at the 


clearing house: 
“At the clearing house this morning 
the Seventh National bank came in dentor 
, 168. The clearing house committee 
has been in session since 9:W a. m., await- 
ing the results of the clearing. fhen it 
was found that the debit balance was s0 
heavy the committee communicated with 
the officers of the bank and #as informed 
that the board of directors was in session 
and that a decision would be arrived at 
within fifteen or twenty minutes as to the 
action of the bank.

History of the Bank. 

The Seventh National bank was origi- 
nally the old Seventh Ward bank, and 
was established in 1833. For a long time 
control of the institution was held by 
John McAnerney, a southerner, who was 
president of the bank. In May, 1899, Kirst 
Assistant Postmaster General Perry 38. 
Heath practically acquired a controlling 
interest in the stock of the Seventh, and 
on July 4th, William H. Kimball resigned 
as national bank examiner to become vice 
president of the Seventh, several changes 
in the directorate being made at the same 
time. Josiah Quincy, of Boston, was one 
of the directors elected then. 

On Augusta 2, 1899, Mr. McAnerney re- 
signed the presidency and Vice Presidcnt 
Kimball was chosen in his stead. Fletcher 
8S. Heath was elected vice president. The 
officers and directors are as follows:

Favoritism Is Charged. 

New York, June 27.—The Evening Jour- 
ral in its issue marked “night speciai’’ 
today prints the statement in connection 
with the Seventh National bank affair 
thus: 

“The Associated Press issued a bulletin 
which was published exc!usively in The 
Evening Journal. It said that bankers 
were blaming the administration for neg- 
lecting. to examine the Seventh National.

BLACKMAILERS BURNED HER, 


_ FAILING TO SECURE MONEY 


Topeka, Kan., June 27.—Horribly burned 
and dying in intense agony was the fate 
of Mrs. W. C. Carson, wife of a Cowley 
county farmer, becatse her husband re- 
fused to deposit $5,000 in a place named 
by unknown blackmailers. 

The tragedy happened Saturday night 
in an obscure settlement away from 
postoffice and telegraph stations. Three 
weeks ago Carson, who is wealthy, re- 
ceived an anonymous note demanding 
that he bury $5,000 at the foot of a tele- 
phone pole by the roadside under penal- 
ty of having his house burned. The sug- 
gestion was ignored. One week later an- 
other anonymous letter was received, 
stating. that if $5,000 was not deposited 
within a week his house would be burned 
and he would be killed. 

No attention was paid to the second 


| communication and on Saturday night, 
while Carson was absent from home, 


the house was fired. Mr. Dunn, a neigh- 
bor, attracted by the flames, hurried over 
and found Mrs. Carson horribly burned 
and insensible, about ten feet from the 
ruins. She was taken to his home by 
Mr. Dunn, where’ she?rallied enough to 
talk before dying. She said when she 
discovered the fire she rushed outside, 


but remembered some valuable papers 
and a treasured old violin and tried to 
save them. From that moment her mind 
was a blank until she awoke in the Dunn 
home. 

When Carson returned he expressed 
great grief at the loss of his violin. and 
papers and remarked that if his wife die#? 
he would go back to Scotland, his native 


land.

Postal Funds in Bank. 

Washington, June 27.—Postmaster 
Vancott, of New York, has been in- 
structed to deposit the maney order 
funds for the present in the sub-treasury 
at New York and a new depository to 
take the place of the suspended Seventh 
National bank will be determined on by 
the postmaster general in a few days. 
The postmaster is not permitted to let 
the money order balance in the bank ex- 
ceed $300,000 and in conformance with the 
requirements he forwarded to the treas- 
ury last Tuesday $110,000 excess. 


DANIELS TALKS OF FAILURE. 


Bank Had Loaned Henry Marquand 
& Co. $1,600,000. 

Washington, June 27.—Comptroller 
“Dawes today ordered the closing of the 
Seventh National bank of New York and 
appointed Forest Raynor, national bank 
examiner, temporary receiver. Later the 
comptroller made the following state- 


ment: 

Comptroiler Dawes stated that on Tues- 
day he receivea word from the national 
bank examiner that Henry Marquand & 
Co. had recently become indebted in a 
sum approximating $1,600,000 to the Sev- 
enth National bank of New York, which 
was secured by collaterals of a doubtful 
nature. Upon receipt on Wednesday of 
further information regarding the nature 
of the collaterals securing this loan, he 
sent a telegram to E. R. Thomas, pres- 
ident of the Seventh National bank, as 


foilows: 

“T have just received information from 
the national bank examiner that Henry 
Marquand & Co. have loans of a large 
amount in your bank upproximating $1,- 
600,000. I7nless promptly and satisfactorily 
assured that this loan will be taken up 
and cash therefor put into the bank bv 
Saturday night. June 29th, I will appoint 
a receiver for the bank. Please convene 
your board of directors and announce 
this to them.” 

In explanation of the conditions im- 
posed, the comptroller states that while 
advances had been made by the directors 
to the bank, they had been made upon 
the credit of good securities owned by 
the bank, but that no such advances af- 
fected the bank’s solvency while the Hen- 
try Marquand paper remained. It was 
necessary, therefore, for him in the per- 
formance of his duty to promptly impose 
these conditions before further with- 
drawalg of deposits were made. The 
comptroller stated that the Marquand 
loan is partially secured, and it is hoped 
that the loss to the depositors will not 
be targe. 

The comptroller says there is no pos- 
sibility of the governmént losing anything 
by the closing of the Seventh National 
pank. In the first place, the bonds which 
the bank has on deposit at the treasury 
department more than cover the govern- 
ment deposits in the bank, and in addi- 
tion the courts have held that the gov- 
ernment is always a preferred creditor 
in the. sense that it has an equal chance 
of the assets us which remain,. irrespective 
of the fact it bas the collateral..

Colonel McClure Denounces Machine 
as Made Up of Thieves—Party 
Is Split. 


SCATHING 


Philadelphia, June 27.—What promises 
to be a fierce local political war was in- 
augupated at the Academy of Music to- 
night. when 5,000 citizens tn town meeting 
nominated District Attorney P. F. Roth- 
ermel, Jr., to be a candidate for the office 


of John Weaver, who was nominated for 
that office iast week by the republican 
organization of this city. The speakers 
of the evening severely arraigned the 
present city administration and the state 
officials 

A telegram from Postmaster General 
Charles Emory Smith was read and en- 
thusiastically cheered. It follows: 

“Can vou use my name as a vice pres- 
ident? It is time for a new Declaration 
of Independence. Philadelphia ought to 
rise tn ‘her might against jobbers in her 
public rights and the ravishing of her 
sacred safeguards of law.” 

The principal speech of the evening was 
that of Colonel A. K. McClure, the retired 
editor of The Philadelphia Times. Mr. 
McClure did not mince words, and his 
arraignment of. the ican..er- 
ganization, beth etty and.etate,. was of 
the most .severe. character, 

District Attorney Rothermel, he said, 
‘was nominated by the republican organl- 
zation three years ago and elected. Now 
this sama organization, controlled by the 
same men, refuse him another term. They 
have named a man, he continued, who 
igs untried and an unknown quantity. : Mr. 
| Rothermel sent to prison ballot bax 
thieves, the masters of whom are the po- 
litical leaders of the city today. . 

He had made it so uncomfortable for 
others of the same stripe that fhey are 
living in distant lands and cannot come 
home until Mr. Rotherme! its out of office. 
That is the reason, he said, why Mr. 
Rothermel was not named. 

Colonel McClure then told of Mr. 
Weaver's unknown quantities, and said: 

‘Mr. Weaver has been nominated by 
these men because they have en as- 
sured or reasonably believe that he wil! 
prosecute or not prosecute crime as they 
might demand. The issue has been #n- 
tensified by the most bewildering public 
rebbery ever witnessed in the state, and 
the men most interested are Mayor Ash- 
bridge, Insurance Commissioner Durham, 
Contractor McNicola and their assocates 
They are committing public robbery by 
criminal conspiracy.’ 

Colonel McClure told how the street 
railway bills were rushed through the 
legislature and how the governor had 
signed them at a “convenient hour so 
that the gang’s representatives could be 
first at the door the next morning to get 
their charters.” 

He closed by saying the battl2 was 
not one of party, but one of glf-preserva- 
tion against organized crime, a corrupt 
ballot and the Jooting of the public treas- 
ury. 

Former District Attorney

strongly urged. the citizens to stand 
united, and he felt confident that the

UNITED STATES FORCES

“Terrorism, Thefts, Drunkenness 
and Gambling’ Some of the Of- 
fenses of the Marines—Navy 
Department Will Look 
Into the Matter. 


Washington, June 21.~The attention of 
the navy department has been formally 
called to what appears to be an unsatis- 
factory condition of affairs in Guam. 
The in-coming mai] has brought a copy 
of an order issued by the naval com- 
mandant of the island, Commu&nder 
Schroeder, denouncing the ‘‘hoodlumism 
and lawnessness’’ which, he states, are 
rampant at the station. The order refers 
to. “‘terrorism, thefts, @runkenness and 
gambling which have brought the United 
States forces into disrepute.’”’ Reference 
also is made to the theft of a barrel of 
whisky from the medica] store, the only 
spirits on the island, as well as a sum 
of money amounting to about 3600 from 
one of the marines and the order closes 
with the imposition of restrictions on the 
liberty of the marines. 

So wholesale in his denunication of the 
marines that it is believed the navy de- 
partment will be obliged to look into the 
matter. General Heywood, the command-

PRIZE CASES ARE DECIDED. 


Nearly $800,000 To Be Divided 
Among Officers and Men. 


Washington, June 27.—Justice Bradley 
in the equity court today decided the 
Manila and Santiago bay prize cases. The 
decision is in favor of the claimants as 
to vessels captured and as to property 
taken from vessels so captured. It is 
against them as to property captured 
ashore. The Santiago case hinges on the 
Manila decigion. 

According to counsel, the -claimants 
in the Manila case receive a total of $288,000, 
divided among about 2,000 people, and 
the clajmants in the Santiago case will 
get in the neigh®Borhood of $500,000, dis- 
tributed among’ about 3,000 persons. These 
figures, however, are not final. These 
amounts are in addition to the bounties 
already allowed by the court of claims. 

Admiral Dewey, his officers and men, 
are the claimants in the Manila case, 
and Admiral Sampson, his officers and 
men are the claimants in the Santiago 
case. 


NO MOVE IN THE TARIFF WAR. 


Secretary Hay Has Received No Re- 
sponse from Russia. 

Washington, June 27.—The Russian 
charge, M. De Wollant, was in confer- 
ence with the state department officials 
today. The conference, however, did 
not lead to any development in the tar- 
iff issues between Russia and) the United 
States, and there is not expected to be 
an. response to Secretary Hay's recent 
note until after Count Cassini has reached 
St. Petersburg.

systems are agreed that the wheat crop 
of this region for 1901 will break all pre- 
vious records.

MAXIMO GOMEZ TO CONFER ~

Tampa, Fla., June 27.—Genera] Maximo 
Gomez arrived here this evening from 
Havana, and is en route to New York.

General Gomez appears to be in the best 
of health and as vigérous as a man many 
years his junior.

He positively declared 
that there was nothing whatever signifi- 
cant in his trtp to the United States at 
this time. He was simply on private bus- 
iness, he said, and gratifying more than 
anything else a desire to see many friends 
once more and renew ties of friendship 
which he made in the states many years 
ago, 

His coming was known to but few, and 
only about a dozen people met him at the 
train. While he was eating supper nis 
presence became known generally and a 
large crowd was out at the depot when 
he left. His departure was amid an ova- 
tion from the Cubans, hearty and expres- 
sive in the true Cuban manner. It is gen- 
erally understood that from New York 
he will go to Washington to confer with 
the president and Secretary Root. 
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BLECTORAL LAW FOR CUBA 


Project Provides for the Australian 
Ballot System. 


FOR UNIVERSAL SUFFRAGE 


But Seldiers and Sailors of the Re- 
public Are Prohibited from 
Voting. 


Havana, June 27.—The electoral com- 
mission appointed by the Cuban consti- 
tutional convention to frame laws for 
the conduct of Cuban elections has com- 
pleted its work and will probably pre- 
sent its project of electoral law to the 
convention tomorrow. 

The electoral project provides for unl- 
versal suffrage and the use of the Aus- 
tralian ballot system. One article speci- 
fies that the ballots shall be divided into 
columns corresponding to the number of 
political parties in the fleld and that each 
column shall be distinguished by the 
mark of a party, in-order to prevent the 
deception of voters who can neither read 
nor write.

Reliable tnforma- 
tion shows that the sum of _ 111,000,000 
marks, which forms the bulk of the as- 
Sets, includes 87,000,000 marks loaned to 
the Cassel-Treber-Trocknung Company, Or 
which only a small part can be realized 
upon.

Mr. Hawk was for a number of 
years the warden of the West Virginia 
state penitentiary at Moundsville, W. Va.,

Washington, June 27.—Edwin Fairfax 
Naulty, of Mhiladelphia, representing the 
board of regents of the Washington Man- 
or Association, had an interview by ap- 
pointment today with President McKinley 
for the pappose of asking him to join the 
membership of the board. The object of 
the association is the purchase and pres- 
ervation of Harewood, comprising a man- 
sion and grounds of 263 acres, situated 
in West Virginia about twelve miles 
from Harper's Ferry. The mansion was 
built in 1752-56 under the superintendency 
of General George Washington for his 
brother, Colonel Samuel Washington. It 
is now in the possession of JoM. Augus- 
tine Washington, a lineal descendant of 
Samuel Washington. James and Dolly 
Madison were married in the house In 1794 
and Louis Philippe, afterwards King of 
France, and a son of the Marquis Lafay- 
ette, were sheltered there at various 
times. George Washington also spent his 
summers there.

Chairman of Railroad Commis- 
sion the Victim of a Se- 
vere Assault 


CONDUCTOR DREW KNIFE 
AFTER WORDY ENCOUNTER 


New Man on the Pullman Car Said 
Railroad Commissioner Was No 
Gentleman — Chairman 
Crenshaw’s Wounds 
Are Painful. 


Chairman T. C. Crenshaw, of the rail- 
road commission, was assaulted by Pull- 
man Conductor J. H. Kirkland just as the 
5:40 train from Atlanta reached Marietta 
yesterday afternoon, and was so seriously 
cut about the face and. back that he had 
to stop at that place for medical atten- 
tion. * 

Chairman Crenshaw, who had been in 
the office of the railroad commission dur- 
ing the day, was returning to his home 
near Cartersville, and according to his 
Statement, contained in a special dis- 
patch to The Constitution, Conductor 
Kirkland had not asked him for his pass 
or fare until the train arrfved at Mari- 
etta. 

Kirkland, it appears is a new man on 
the run, having charge of the St. Louts 
sleeper. At Marietta, according to Mr. 
Crenshaw’s statement, the conductor ap- 
proached him and remarked that he was 
not a gentleman or he would show his 
pass, pay his fare or get out of the car. 
Mr. Crenshaw resented the remark and 
declined to show his Pass at all. The 
lie was passed and it is stated Conductor 
Kirkland drew his knife and began slash- 
ing the commissioner. 

Chairman Crenshaw was badly cut 
about the face and in the back. His 
wounds, while not dangerous, were so 
painful and severe that he had to stop at 
Marietta to receive medical attention. 
In defending himself, it is stated, Chair- 
man Crenshaw knocked the conductor 
into a window which was broken and 
Kirkland’s face was cut by the shattered 
glass. The train was held until Kirkland 
gave bond and was allowed to ‘proceed 
on his trip. ‘ 

Chairman Crenshaw is welb known all 
over Georgia, having gained much prom- 
inence through the public positions he has 
held. He has been a member of the rail- 
road commission nearly six years, and is 
its present chairman. His son, Captain 
Tom Crenshaw,it will be remembered, died 
the latter part of last rear, shortly after 
his return home from the Philippines, as 
the result of a wound received while serv- 
ing in the volunteer army. " 

Colonel Crenshaw has recently appeared 
prominently before the public as the 
champion in Georgia of the principles and 
policy advocated by Senator McLaurin, 
of South Carolina. He has many friends 
throughout the state who will deeply re- 
gret to learn of the unfortunate affair at 
Marietta. 

Hrow the Difficulty Occurred. 

The circumstances of the affair are told 
in the following special dispatch to The 
Constitution: 

“Marietta, Ga., June 27.—(Special.)—A 
bloody fight took place between Hon. T. 
C. Crenshaw, chairman of the railroad 
commission, and Sleeping Car Conductor 
J. H. Kitkland, at this place, just as the 
5:40 train from Atlanta reached here this 
afternoon. 

“Commissioner Crenshaw is badly cut 
about the face and stabbed several times 
in the back. His wounds are so severe 
that he had to stop off for medical atten- 
tion. Dr. C. T. Nolan dressed his wounds, 
which are quite painful, but not consid- 
ered serious. 

“The conductor was cut about the face 
by a broken window glass, and as he re- 
mained on the train after arranging a 
bond and continued his journey, the na- 
ture and extent of his wounds could not 
Be learned, neither could a statement be 
obtained from him. 

“Commissioner Crenshaw was seen by 
a reporter while his wounds were being 
dressed and when asked for his state- 
ment said the conductor had not ap- 
proached him for his fare until the trafn 
had arrived at Marietta, and the first 
thing he heard from _ the conductor was 
that he was not a gentleman or else he 
would show his pass, pay his fare or get 
off the car. 

“Mr. Crenshaw said he replied that he 
was a gentleman and that he would get 
off the car before he would show hjs pass 
to a man who would talk to him in that 
way. The conductor, he says, then re- 
peated that he was not a gentleman, and 
Mr. Crenshaw called him a Har. . 

“The conductor by this time had his 
knife open and telling Mr. Crenshaw that 
he was a liar, attempted to cut him. At 
the same time Mr. Crenshaw, in defense 
of himself, struck the conductor a blow 


' and knocked him against the car window, 


breaking it and cutting the conductor's 
face with the glass. The fight then con- 
tinued until the two men were separated 
by parties who saw the trouble and ran 
into the car. 

“Mr. Crenshaw was cut three times on 
the face, twice under the right eye, once 
on the left side of his face, and several 
times in the back. 

“The conductor was arrested and a cash 
bond was put up for his appearance by. 
John H. Boston, agent for the Western 
and Atlantic railroad at this point. The 
conductor's side of the affair could not be 
learned with any certainty. The citizens 
of Martetta have shown Mr. Crenshaw 
every kindness they could.”’

Warm Springs, Ga., June 27.—(Special.) 
At the last meeting of the Georgia Edu- 
cational Association held Thursday morn- 
ing resolutions were passed indicating the 
sentiment of the association toward the 
child labor bill and the association's in- 
tention to aid in having it passed.

Mrs. Felton dis- 
cussed both sides of the question and 
showed that where there is compulsory, 
taxes, there should be compulsory edu- 
cation. She deplored the fact that 
Georgia was, as she termed it, so unpro- 
gressive in this matter. She believed 
that the growth and progress of the state 
depended on the passage of a law requir- 
ing the education of its people. 

Superintendent E. A. Pound, of Way- 
cross, followed Mrs. Felton with an 
address entitled “How to Broaden the 
Teacher and Increase the Efficiency of 
Our Schools.”’ After stressing the im- 
portance of culture and ine great need 
of efficient teachers, the speaker contin- 
ued:

BLOODHOUNDS AFTER SPARKS 


eee 


Negro Assassin Is Now Fleeing for 
His Life 


FOLLOWED BY HIS OWN RACE 


If Caught Ingersoll’s Slayer Will Be 
Given Quick Death by the 
Negroes. 


Columbus, Ga,, June 27.—(Special.)—Pro- 
fessor C. H. Sparks, late principal of Phe- 
nex City colored high school and one 
of the best known hegroes in this vicin- 
ity, is being pursued tonight by officers 
and a mob of his race armed with shot- 
guns and winchesters as a result of a 
confession which Lucy Ingersoll, the wife 
of Jack Ingersoll, the Phenix City negro 
contractor, who was murdered last night, 
has made. This morning the Ingersoll 
woman confessed to the Phenix City 
officers that Sparks had killed her hus- 
band and that she was cognizant of his 
intention three weeks before the crime 
was committed. The woman talked cool- 
ly about the case. She said that Spafks 
came to her house yesterday and told 
her that he was going to kill her husband 
last night. At.8 o'clock he came to the 
house and she passed her husband's own 
shotgun out of the .window to him, and 
with this he deliberately assassinated 
Ingersoll, who was seated in another 
room eating his.supper. The murderer 
then returned and handed her the gun, 
after which he fled. The woman’s only 
excuse for her.conduct was that she was 
afraid of Sparks. She claimed he had 
once drawn‘a pistol.on her. The negroes 
of Phenix City are greatly excited over 
the murder, and if Sparks is captured 
they will attempt to lynch both him 
and the Ingersoll woman, who is now 
in the Phenix City jail. There is even 
some talk of burning the two. Today it 
was reported that Sparks was hidden in. 
the Centennial wagon yard in Columbus 
and a large crowd of negroes armed 
with guns quickly collected. The police 
stormed the house, but found no one. 
This afternoon Sparks was seen east of 
the city and tonight the officers are on 
his trall with bloodhounds, re-enforced by 
infuriated negroes heavily armed. 

Sparks is a graduate of Chicago univer- 
sity and is an unusually well educated 
negro. In addition to teaching he has 
been admitted to the bar. He has been 
in trouble once or twice in Columbus.

She was the mother of sixteen children, 
all of whom are dead except the daugh- 
ter, with whom she is now living. De- 
spite the fact that she spent fifty years 
of her life among slaves and was married 
to one, she has been a free woman all 
her life.

‘They are 
all at work pulling the political wires and 
all have hyopes of making the landing, In 
fact it «cmes on high republican author- 
ity that a white man is to be appointed 
postmaster.

ports of Committees 


‘OTH BRANCHES ENLARGED 


To Amend the New Constitution Will 
Require a Three-fifths Vote In- 
stead of Two-thirds, as at 
Present—Other Changes 

Made. 


— 


Montgomery. Ala.; Juhe 27.—(Special.)— 
fhe morning in the constitutional con- 
vention was spent in hearing committee 
reports. The committee on representa- 
tion provides for an increase of members 
of the house from. 100 to 10 and gives the 
additional members to Butier, Elmore, 
Jefferson, Walker and Etowah. It in- 


/qereases the senators from thirty-three to 


- tain harmless digestive principles, 


thirty-five and in the rearrangement of 
districts Calhoun, Talladega, Henry and 
Lowndes, which now have small counties 
attached to them, are each given a sen- 
tor. 

The committee on amending the consti- 
tution provides that hereafter it shall 
take a three-fifths vote instead of a two- 
thirds vote of all the members in both 
houses to submit an amendment, and the 
act does not have to be submitted to the 
governor. At the election. the amend- 
ment must receive a majority of the votes 
cast on that subject instead-of a major- 
ity of the whole vote cast for members 
of the legislature. -An act. calling for a 
new constitution does not have to be sent 
to the governor. A miscellaneous ordi- 
mance was reported favorably providing 
that the people south of Backbone moun- 
tain in St. Clair county may hold an 
election on the subject of a branch court- 
house and jail. i 

The committee on legislative depart- 

ment, Governor Oates, chairman, § sub- 
mitted a long article making many 
changes. It changes the official title of 
the general assembly to legislature. It 
‘Tixes the terms of representatives and 
senators at four years, to begin with the 
election of 1904, and provides fo@ quad- 
rennial sessions of the legislature. It con- 
fines access to floors of the two houses 
to members, officers, employees. reporters 
and the governor and his secretaries, and 
unanimous consent is necessary to give 
floor privileges to any.person. It adds 
military to civil officers in the prohibition 
that they cannot be held by members of 
a legislature which has created such of- 
fices or increased their emoluments. Bills 
must be acted on by committees in ses- 
sion and not ‘by passing the bill around 
among the members. A requirement is 
added that in addition to the three read- 
ings, a bill must be read at length imme- 
diately before being signed by the gpeak- 
er or president of the senate. It re- 
quires the governor, auditor, treasurer 
and attorney general to have a revenue 
bill prepared for each session of the 
_legislature, and no revenue pill shall’ be 
‘passed during the last five days of the 
session. No salary is to be increased in 
the general appropriation bill. When the 
governor calls the legislature in special 
session it can by a two-thirds vote go be- 
yond the subjects specified in the call. 
'It makes corrupt solicitation of legisla- 
tors a felony. A new code is to be made 
every twelve years instead of every ten 
a@s now. The prohibition against taxing 
property of agricultural and horticultural 
associations is withdrawn, and also as to 
all other school property than that of 
the common schools. It prohibits state 
or county officials from lobbying. It for- 
bids miscegéenation to the third genera- 
tion. It closes with a sestion in restraint 
of trusts. The article is regarded as 
having some new provisions that cannot 
pass. Notable among these is that pro- 
viding that school property may here- 
after be taxed. 

The state association of sheriffs, court 
clerks and registers in chancery sent in 
a petition today asking the repeal of the 
section empowering the governor to gsus- 
pend and -have impeached qa sheriff who 
fails in his duty in protecting a prisoner 
from a mob. Also that chancery courts 
be not abolished; the minimum area of 
countles be not reduced; that no county 
officer be made ineligible to succeed him- 
self, and that the prohibition uayainst

Virginia Constitutional Conven- 
tion Has Time to Spare 


IT'S ORATORY AND NOT WORK 


Whether or Not Delegates Shall Take 
the aOth of Office Appears To 
Be the Ruling Theme Now 
Before the Virginia 
Convention. 


,Richmond, ,Va., June 27.—(Special.)— 
Nearly the whole time of the constitu- 
tional convention, was taken up today 
with a discussion of the question as to 
whether or not the oath of office should 
be taken. A vote was not reached. Judge 
John H. Ingram, of Manchester, first ad- 
dressed the body tn a_ strong s»néeech 
against the proposition to require the 
members of the body to be sworn in. 
Judge J. M. Quarles, of Augusta, fol- 
lowed on the same side. While he was 
talking Judge Quarles had a fainting 
spell and sank into a chair. He _ soon 
revived and was carried into a private 
room. J. C. Wysor was the only one who 
spoke in favor of tb# oath. He is one 
of the heavyweights in the. convention 
and made a powerful argument for his 
side. 

The speech of the day was by A. C. 
Braxton, of Staunton, the delegate who 
first opposed the taking of the oath. He 
made an elaborate arenment, largely 
dealing with legal technicalities, in which 
he opposed the forcing of any delegate 
to take the oath. 

Ex-Governor William E. Cameron was 
recognized as soon as Mr. Braxton had 
concluded his remarks. He will be the 
first speaker tomorrow on the anti-oath 
side. Mr. Thom will make another ap- 
peal to the body to vote in favor of the 
oath. 

There is not so much talk now as a 
few days ago about the taking of a re- 
cess. Many of the wisest members think 
it would be best for the body to remain 
in session and complete its work as 
speedily as possible. It is argued that it 
would work to the injury of the demo- 
cratic party if the voters shall not know 
at the fall election what sort of a con- 
stitution is to be adopted. The influen- 
tial democrats from the valley and the 
southwest urge their friends in the con- 
vention not to adjourn, but to proceed 
right along with the work they have to 
do. Mr. Goode, the president, is op- 
posed to a recess,

The colonel made two 
or three capital speeches at Philadelphia, 
and it is a pity that some of the brief 
newspaper accounts have led a number 
to criticise him upon the mistaken idea 
that he expressed his satisfaction over 
the defeat of the south. Colonel Hemp- 
hill is a true confederate, and he stands 
by his old comrades and his _ section. 
Still, in common with many of our wisest 
and best men, he belleves that the de- 
feat of the south was for the best, and 
is even now working to our advantage. 

The address referred to was deliv- 
ered in the presence of a large num- 
ber of prominent confederate veterans 
who were in attendance upon the con- 
ventiom’ as delegates, and it was cor- 
dially received by every one of them. 
What is said here may be tnnecessa- 
rily said, but this statement is made 
in the interest of accuracy.

It will soon come to such a pass that 
it will not pay for a lady to indulge 
in an expensive hat.

Much Ado About Nothing. 

The avidity with which some news- 
papers seize upon personal expressions 
in the south as indicating trouble in 
the democratic party is sometimes 
amusing. 

The Boston Herald, which claims 
some degree of independence, but 
which cannot resist the impulse to 
criticise democracy, is somewhat jubi- 
lant over “southern democratic diffi- 
culties.” The Herald speaks of ‘‘the 
uprising against the powers that be 
in the democratic party of Virginia,” 
and then is unkind enough to say that 
the men engaged in it are ‘“‘superior to 
McLaurin in talent and in public con- 
sequence.” “Something of the same 
kind is said to be threatening in North 
Carolina, also.” Indeed! And then 
we have this: “It all comes from the 
intolerance of men who have obtained 
possession of the party machinery in 
the state. They have go; into the habit 
of managing party affairs, and they 
direct them for their own benefit and 
the benefit of their own favorites.”’ 

Serious as The Herald may wish to 
be, it is certainly mistaken in the 
statements here made. The demo- 
cratic party in the southern states 
represents a different method of pro- 
cedure from that probably practiced 
by both parties in the north. It has 
no bosses. Such a being is absolutely 
unknown. Every democratic conven- 
tion in a southern state is worked 
from the bottom up. Its initiation be- 
gins with a local primary, where 
every man may vote, and when it as- 
sembles it represents the people. In 
the carrying on of this campaign pub- 
lic questions are discussed in order 
that the people, and not the bosses, 
may decide them. Men naturally take 
different sides, and when the roll is 
called one side or the other has a ma- 
jority, and that constitutes the demo- 
cratic will. 

To seize upon these divisions of 
opinion, which really represent the 
freedom of debate prevailing in the 
south, and to present them as evi- 
dences of demoralization, may be nat- 
ural to The Herald, but is off the fact. 
When The Herald says that there are 
some who think “that party control 
should be used for the benefit of the 
whole party rather than for that of 
a limited number in it,” it uncon- 
sciously describes the real situation 
in the south. 

There need be no fear that any 
southern state, no matter what the 
provocation, will ever submit to the 
manner of government practiced in 
either Naw York or Pennsylvania. 


That Russiar. Baby. 


The disappointment of the czar when 
he discovered that his latest babe be- 
longed to the “advanced” sex was only 
exceeded by that of the men in prison, 
who had been promised pardon if the 
babe B8hould happen to be a boy. 

It is stated that the czar intended to 
open by edict every prison door in his 
domain, to strike the fetters from the 
exiles in Siberia and to set at liberty 
every one in restraint. But, then, as 
Robert. Burns said, “the best laid 
schemes of mice and men aft gang 
aglee.” The baby came and the prison 
doors remain closed. 

Discussing this strange method of 
administering justice, The Baltimore 
American goes on to say: 

By what process the czar can justify 
his action in these premises we cannot 
explain. A boy, everybody set free: a 
girl, the fetters welded on even moré 
securely than they were before! Is it 
possible that Russia’s teeming prisons 
and crowded exile camps are peopled 
with persons whose guilt or innocence 
can be decided by the accident of birth? 
Must these thousands hang upon the 
hope of a male child being born to the 
czar as the price of justice? 

Was there anything that ever more 
forcibly demonstrated the weakness of 
the Russian system? In a land already 
filled with discontent, among a people 
who resemble nothing so much as a 
slumbering volcano, to make _ justice 
hinge upon the sex of an unborn babe! 

All this looks ridiculous enough, but 
we have among us those who look to 
greater trappings about central author- 
ity and who seem to have lost faith in 
the ability of the masses to govern 
themselves. We may not forever have 
an opportunity of criticising Russia 
unless we awake to the dangers by 
which we are ourselves confronted.

PENSION GRABBERS ARE 
AFTER H. CLAY EVANS 


Washington, June 27.—(Special.)—The 
pension grabbers are on the warpath 
again and the object of their vengeance 
is H. Clay Evans, the present commis- 
sioner of pensions. Backed by the Grand 
Army of the Republic and led by Gen- 
eral Daniel H. Sickles and ‘Corporal’ 
Tanner, former commissioner of pen- 
sions, now a pension attorney in Wash- 


ington, the enemies of Commissioner 
Evans are demanding his immediate re- 
moval, as they claim, in the interest of 
the old soldier, the soldier’s widow and 
orphan and the géneral welfare of all 
pensioners. 

These attacks upon Commissioner 
Evans are not new, as he has been sub- 
jected to them ever since the pension 
attorneys realized that Commissioner 
Evans was administering the affairs of 
the pension office in accordance with the 
Strict letter of the law without fear or 
favor. As a result of his strict enforce- 
ment of the pension laws, several hun- 
dred thousand alleged pension claims 
have been rejected, thousands of names 
have heen stricken from the pension rolls 
which should never have been there and 
hundreds of pension attorneys who were 
growing rich .in the prosecution of ques- 
tionable pension claima, have been driven 
from the business. In spite of the de- 
termined Onposition of the pension 
sharks and the enemies of Commissioner 
Evans in the Grand Army of the Re- 
public he has managed to retain his office 
for four years, an almost unprecedented 
record for a commissioner of pensions. 

All of his predecessors in office have 
been subjected to the same kind of op- 
position and from similar sources. Some 
of them were able to hang on for a year 
or two, but none of them, excepting 
Commissioner Evans, has had the nerve, 
the courage and the influence to continue 
at the head of the pension bureau for a 
full term of four years. It appears that 
President McKinley, while a devoted 
friend and comrade of the old soldier 
and legitimate pensioners, understands 
full well that Commissioner Evans's ad- 
ministration has been honest, clean and 
patriotic. The only charges that can be 
made against Commissioner Evans is 
that he administers his office with a view 
to reducing the pension list Instead of in- 
creasing it upon demand of the pro- 
fessional pension bummers. How long 
he can continue in his present position 
in view of the vigorous assault now be- 
ing made upon him, is a matter of con- 
jecture. 

A few days ago “Corporal” Tanner 
| publicly declared that the republican 
national committee in the last campaign 
promised General Daniel E. Sickles that 
if McKinley was re-elected Commissioner 
Evans would not be reappointed com- 
missioner of pensions. This agreement 
is said to have been reduced to writing in 
the heat of the campaign, when it was 
feared that the Grand Army influence. in 
a number of the western states would be 
turned against McKinley because he had 
insisted on retaining Commissioner 
Evans in office. It is alleged that Gen- 
eral Sickles was induced to break away 
from the democratic party which had 
honored him with various offices in the 
past, and go upon the stump for McKin- 
ley to hold the Grand Army men in line. 
His reward was to be the official decapl- 
tation «f Commissioner Evans. To the 
surprise of Commissioner Evans and 
also the president, General Sickles has 
recently asanmed the leadership of the 
anti-Evans’ band of pension bandits and 
has out-Tannered “Corporal” Tanner in 
his denunciation of Commissioner Evans 
and the latter’s administration of the 
pension office. 

When these statements, attributed to 
General Sickles. arraigning Commissioner 
Evans as the enemy of the old soldier and 
the pension claimant generally, appeared, 
Commissioner Evans supposed that Gen- 
eral Sickles had been misquoted, for at 
the present time Commissioner Evang has 
in his possession numerous letters from 
General Sickles commending him in the 
highest terms for his just, liberal and 
thoroughly efficient administration of the 
pension office. Fearing there might be 
some mistake, Commiss'cner Evang a few 
days ago telegraphed General Sickles, 
asking him.if the statements attributed 
to him in certain newspapers were au- 
thentic. In reply General Sickles as- 
sumed entire responsibility for the state- 
ments and in addition denounced Commis- 
sioner Evans severely and expressej ih? 
hcepe that he would et once be removed 
from office in justice to all the old pen- 
stoners throughout the land. 

Under ordinary circurstances Commis- 
sioner Evans would have ignored this as- 
sault upon him by General Sickles, but 
after conferring with his personal and 
political friends including the president, 
he gave out an authorized statement 
which, to say the least, places General 
Sickles at a decided disadvantage in the 
mending controversy. In substance, Com- 
missioner Evars says: 

“IT know nothing of General Sickles’3 
object in attacking me or the administra- 
tion of the pension bureau at the prekent 
time. I am occupying a position of trust 
end I have constantly refrained from re- 
plying to any such attacks, but it seems 
in justice to those associated with me in 
the d‘scharge of these burdens and re- 
sponsibilities incident to the administra- 
tion of this great trust, that I should not 
remain silent, whatever may be his per- 
sonal aims snd ambitions.”’ 

Commissioner Evans then goes on to 
give the text of two letters he received 
from General Sickles, which were entire- 
ly voluntary, unsolicited, opening up the 
correspondence himself. ‘Those letters are 
worth reproducing, though they ean 
hardiy prove interesting reading to Gen- 
eral Sickles and his supporters in this 
controversy. The letters are as follows: 

“23 Fifth avenue, New York City, May 
27, 1899—-My Dear Governor Evans: I 2m 
surprised and pained to see the attitude 
toward you taken by some of the Gram 
Army organizations. Your administra- 
tion of your office seems to be worthy of 
the hizhest commendation, and, abov~ a'l, 
froin the veteran soldiers. If you think 
any expression from me to the president 
would be useful to you, I will cheerfully 
communicate with him. Sincerely yours, 

“Dp. FE. SICKLES, 

‘Hon. Henry Clay Evens, Commissioner 
of Pensions, etc.’’ 

Commissioner Evans promptly wrot2 
General Sickles, thenking him for his 
kindly expressions and in return the gen- 
eral wrote the following encouraging let- 
ter: 

“93 Fifth avenue, New York City, June 
10, 1899.—_-My Dear Governor Evans: Tf have 
carefully read the inclosure in your <e- 
cent letter and I am not surprised to see 
in it ample. clear and convincing stat«- 
ments showing the admirable administra- 
tion of your office. I have written an earn- 
est letter to the president in which I ex- 
pressed the utrnost confidence in you ani 
the same measure of contempt for your 
critics. Sincerely yours, 

“D. BE. SICKLES.” 


Commissioner Evans received numerous 
other letters from General Sickles equal- 
ly as strong in commendation of his ad- 
ministration of the pension bureau. In one 
of his letters he quotes the president’s 
reply to the letter above referred to, in 
which the president expresses much grat- 
ification at the tone and general approvai 
of the administration of the pension bu- 
reau under Commissioner Evans. 

The general impression here is that 
General Sickles must have forgotten” the 
existence of these letters or else in his 
zeal to become the next commander-in- 
chief of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
he ‘suddenly concluded that all he pre- 
viously said in commendation of Commis- 
sioner Bvans was false, and simply made 
for such effect as they might have at 
the time they were written. The veter- 
an general has certainly not helped his 
cause by forcing Commissioner Evans to 
produce the above correspondence. 

Notwithstanding the honest and upright 
administration of the pension bureau by 
Commissioner Evans, the indications are 
that he may soon be relieved from duty. 
It is evident that the pressure for his 
removal is strong enough to induce the 
president to make a change, and as soon 
as the agitation now going on subsides, 
it is likely that Commissioner Evang 
will gracefully retire from the pension 
office and be assigned to duty in. some 
other branch of the public #@:@vice.

After being locked up Detective Bar- 
rett recognized White as the man he 
had been looking for several days.

Judge William T. Newman, in the 
United States court yesterday, agreed to 


nent injunction in the case of Otto Kel- 
sey, of New York, receiver for the Man- 
hattan Fire Insurance Company, against 
Lipscomb and others. 

This action will raise some interesting 
questions in Georgia, particularly {fn view 
of the fact that the state holds a de- 
posit of $10,000 made by this company 
under the law for the protection of the 
policy holders in the state. 

There {is an opportunity here for a 
pretty conflict between the state officials 
on the one hand and the United States. 
court on the other, but whether it will 
come about depends upon the (future 
progress of events in connection with the 
litigation. 

Attorneys representing Receiver Kelsey 
say there will be no conflict, and that 
they have no desire to take any steps 
in antagonism to the Georgia laws. They 
state that this $10,000 deposit is not to 
go into the general fund, but is to be 
administered first for the benefit of the 
company’s policy holders in Georgia. 

The litigation first began in the superior 
court before Judge Lumpkin, a bill being 
filed by Lipscomb and others asking for 
injunction and receiver. Several suits 
against the company direct were also 
filed in the city court, 

Judge Newman’s order which is now 
being drawn by the attorneys in accord- 
ance with his directions, will appoint 
Receiver Kelsey receiver for the com- 
pany’s assets in Georgia; will restrain ali 
creditors of the company from bringing 
suits against it in the state courts, or 
from prosecuting suits which they have 
pending; will instruct the receiver to no- 
tify Judge Lumpkin of his appointment 
in New York and by the federal court 
here, and to ask him to modify his 
former temporary order as to injunction 
and receiver, and when that is done the 
receiver will be directed to apply _to 
State Treasurer R. E. Park for the $10,000 
deposit of the company which {is in his 
possession. Receiver Kelsey is directed 
to give bond. for $20,000 for the specific 
performance of his duties so far as the 
assets in Georgia are concerned. 


Where the Hitch ay Come. 


The hitch will come, if there is to be 
any hitch, when Receiver Kelsey applies 
to Treasurer Park for the $10,000 of bonds 
held under the Georgia law. Treasurer 
Park was out of the city yesterday, but 
it is safe to say that under the advice 
of Attorney General J. M. Terrell he will 
not part with them to a receiver or any- 
body else until the receiver comes to 
him armed with a decree of court showing 
just who is entitled to the fund and how 
it must be paid. 

Felder & Rountree represent Receiver 
Kelsey in the litigation, and according to 
them no conflict of jurisdiction is antici- 
pated. They believe that Judge Lumpkin 
will modify his order when requested to 
do so, and that upon a proper showing 
the state treasurer will give up the bonds 
to the receiver. The bonds, however, 
they admit, are not to go into the general 
assets of the company, but are to be 
administered first for the benefit of the 
Georgia policy holders. 

‘We have always recognized,’’ said Mr. 
Rountree yesterday, ‘‘that the fund aris- 
ing from the sale of the bonds in the 
hands of the treasurer will be appro- 
priated by decree of the court to the 
payment of fire losses in Georgia to the 
exclusion of any other creditors. 

“It has been said in the papers that 
we would undertake to contest the con- 
stitutionality of the Georgia statute re- 
quiring the deposit. This was without 
our authority and foreign to our purpose. 
Mr. Kelsey will seek to administer the 
fund in accordance with the Georgia 
statute. His object in being appointed 
receiver in Georgia was, as it is ex- 
pressed in the bill, because it is in the 
interests of the stockholders and the 
creditors of the corporation that there 
should be a harmonious and unified ad- 
ministration of the affairs of the com- 
pany in the various jurisdictions of the 
United States.”’ 

An interesting question will be raised 
in this connection by the creditors of the 
company whose claims are not ba@@d 
upon fire esses. They will also rely upnon 
the Georgia statute, and it will be for the 
court to determine whether they can re- 
cover from the deposit fund held by the 
state treasurer. The receiver will take 
no part in this fight, as he desires the 
court to dispose of all these questions. 

Under the injunction granted by Judge 
Newman all litigation against the com- 
pany and the receiver in the state courts 
must be stopped, and parties who have 
claims must take them to the United 
States court to have them adjudicated. 

Mr. Rountree says that no point will 
be made on the party holding the bonds, 
and it may be that all concerned will 
agree to leave them in the hands of the 
treasurer until the final adjudication of 
the case.

CONVICT GARB FOR BARKER 


Man Who Shot Rev. John Keller Is 
Sentenced. 


PLEA MADE FOR CLEMENCY 


In Passing Sentence Judge Blair Re- 
ferred to Unusual Nature of 
Case. 


New York, Jung 27.—Thomas G. Barker, 
convicted in the Hudson county court at 
Jersey City last week of felonious as- 
sault upon Rev. John Keller, of Arling- 
ton, was today sentenced to five years’ 
imprisonment in the state penitentlary. 

Neither Mrs. Barker nor Mr. Keller was 
present when sentence was passed. Al- 
bert C. Wall, of counsel for Barker, asked 
Judge Blair to consider the prisoner's 
previous good character, and the fact that 
his life before this act of violence had 
been excellent. His act was one of pas- 
sion, instigated by love of home, and 
that, if his crime had not been against 
a clergyman, it might have been viewed 
differently, although, legally, it would 
have been the same. Barker, he said, 
told the truth and was convicted by it. 


“Cannot Jersey justice,’’ asked Mr. Wall 
in cenclusion, ‘‘take cognizance of these 
things, and cannot your honor mitigate 
his sentence because of them?’’ 

Judge Blair, in passing sentence, said 
to the prisoner: 

“Your conviction will teach a lesson. It 
was inevitable. While the court feels 
that you are guilty, it also feels that 
there is something in your case which 
may be overlooked, and, therefure. the 
court will not impose the full term of 
seven years, but will sentence you to 
five years at hard labor in state prison.”’

SONS OF OLD ELI DEFEAT 
HARVARD ON THE THAMES 


New London, Conn., June 27.—In a race 
never excelled on the Thames, Yale's 
‘varsity crew won the great inter-univer- 
sity rowing event of the year in. the last 
half mile of the four-mile course today 
by a scant two lengths. The magnificent 
contest was witnessed by thousands from 
observation trains, yachts and points of 
vantage along the banks. To Yale also 
fell the honor of a victory in the fresh- 
man race, while Harvard tonight takes 
consqjJation in the fact that her ‘varsity 
four walked away from the Yale quartet 


handsomely.’ ‘The two minor races with * 


honors divided served only: to whet: the 
appetites of the spectators. These con- 
tests had resulted exactly as the experts 
had predicted and some 20,000 people were 
impatient for the supreme event of the 
regatta. 

The victory for Yale is due to the 
splendid power of her oarsmen and the 
Superb generalship of Coaxswain Chit- 
tenden. With great foresight he refused 
to push his men until the supreme mo- 
ment. This care found his men ready. 
Harvard had shot her bolt earlier and 


, Yale had added another to her long list ¢ 


of victories. The end found Goodall, the 
oar in the Harvard shell, in a state of 
collapse. It was necessary to lift him 
from his seat into the launch. In the 
Yale shell stroke Cameron, too, was in 
distress, but he was able to help himself 
to the Yale launch. The .other oarsmen 
were all strong and in good condition. 

The big race was rowed down stream 
in the cool of the evening shortly after 7 
o'clock. The conditions were fairly fas 
vorable. A wind out of the southwest 
blew diagonally against the crews at the 
rate of about six miles an hour. 

At 7:14 both boats were in position. 
Yale had the east course, while Harvard 
occupied the west. The pistol was fired 
at 7:15. It wks a start almost on even 
terms, Harvard possiblv having a slight 
advantage. For three lengths it was 
stroke for stroke at thirty-six to the 
minute. Yale then dropped to thirty-five, 
while Harvard went down to thirty-four. 

At the half mile it was Harvard by a 
very narrow margin, a second and a 
fifth as to time, and still a quarter of a 
length as to distance. As the first flags 
of the course were passed Yale was row- 
ine thirty-five and Harvard was one 
point lower. Harvard had settled down 
into the best work of her race and with 
a beautifully steady pull the Cambridge 
boys sent their shell still farther ahead. 
Yale, too, was rowing magnificently, but 
at this stage of the race did not display 
the dash of the Harvard men. 

At the mile it began to look like Har- 


| 


vard. Passing the mile anf a half Yale 
lowered her stroke and Harvard followed, 
and for the rest of the-race, with the 
exception of be ful spurts upon occa- 
sions, the crews hardly varied from thirty 
to thirty-one. Yale’s pull seemed to be 
more telling, and as the shells an- 
proached the navy yard, there was a 
perceptible gain for the blue and when 
the two-mile flag was passed Yale was 
leading for the first time in the race. 
Harvard was one second behind, but in 
the next half mile she-again wrested 
the lead away from Yale, and at the two 
and..a half mile flag Harvard led by 
just two-fifths of a second. Phe Yale 


men |pulled like giants, but Harvard was } 


working with just as much power and 
skill. As a result Yale was unable to 
creep up and Harvard actually drew 
ahead still further one-fifth of a second, 
passing the three-fnile station three-fifths 
of a second ahead. The lead of the crim- 
son oars was to be estimated not in 
lengths, but in mere feet and _ inches. 
The shells entered the finishing mile with 
beautiful water conditions between ‘the 
long lane of yachts, and it remained for 
this last mile to afford the most spec- 
tacular contest seen on the Thames for 
many a year. 

Harvard was still In the van, but Yale 
was clinging to her. It was not until 
the three and a half mile flags were 
within hailing distance that Chittenden, 
the Yale coaxswain, called on his men 
for a mighty effort. Up went the Yale 
stroke and up crept the Yale shell. Har- 
vard tried to respond and her men an- 
swered the call heroically, but the sons 
of Old Eli tore along in a style that was 
maddening to Harvard supporters. The 
three and a half mile point found Yale 
again in the lead. She was never headed. 
Indeed, with Harvard never letting down 
for an instant, Yale took on added 
strength and the Yale men began to 
steal away, foot by foot. It was nothing 
but Yale after this and feet became al- 
most a length. Then it was one length 
and open water appeared for the first 
time. It was the old story of a Yale 
crew with skill and endurance to stay 
in the last stages of the long journey. 
Yale’s victory was one of a scant two 
lengths. The official time at the finish 
was: 

Yale 23:37; Harvard 23:45.

He 
said that when the Forrest avenue fran- 
chise was granted promise was given by 
the committee of citizens through whose 
efforts the line was secured that it woud 
never be extended along the Boulevard, 
where it would cross or parallel the tracks 
of the Railway and Power company. He 
said that the Boulevard and Jackson 
street lines of his company had been run 
at a loss since they were laid. The Tran- 
sit company, he declared, was not act- 
ing in good faith in making its petition. 
If it wished to open territory in that sec- 
tion of town there were other streets in 
the vicinity on which it could lay its tracks 
and serve people who were at present 
without any street railway facilities. He 
said that he only asked fair dealing.
